W ash ingtou, July 6.—The formal pro- 
test of Japan against the annexation of 
Hawaii to the United States became 
available Monday. 
The first letter on 
the subject was dated ./nae 15 and was 
the inquiry of the J a p a n s m inister 
of Secretary Sherm an wha* were the 
facts regarding the rumored, treaty of 
annexation. 
To this Secretary Sherman «eplied as 
follows: 
‘ Departm ent of State. W ahington. 
Jr.!ie ii*,. 1897.—Sir: 
R eplying^ your 
note of the loth inst., just relived, I 
have to say that the governii>nts ot 
Hawaii and the United States. V their 
duly authorized representatives have 
signed a treaty annexing the Hawaiian 
islands to this country. rl his hasbeen 
done in pursuance of the policyiong 
since adopted by the United Statev As 
to your inquiry as to the p ro v in g 
V ade therein concerning treaties w’ich 
/*ay be in existence 
between 
Jaan 
and the president of the Hawaiian gy- 
ernm ent, my understanding is that ie 
governm ent of the United States dcg 
not take upon itself any obligations f 
the Hawaiian government arising fro, 
treaties of conventions made by it wit 
other governments. It is believed tha 
there is nothing in the proposed treat> 
prejudicial to the rights of Japan, and

Care of the Icebox. 
The care oz a refrigerator involves 
lio re th au the obvious necessity ct see­ 
ing th at, w ith 
the approach of hot 
w eather, no accum ulation of food is a l­ 
lowed to spoil therein. A prudent house­ 
w ife w ill likew ise direct th a t the ice 
itself, in extrem e heat, be covered w ith 
new spapers, thau w hich there is no bet­ 
ter preventive of its rapid 
m elting 
away. She w ill see th a t the shelves are 
frequently scoured aud kept perfectly 
sweet, but th a t no hot w ater is em ­ 
ployed for this purpose. 
She w ill give 
orders th a t the drin k in g w ater be cooled 
j being placed under the ice, and not 
by having the ice p u t into it. A ud, last 
of all, she w ill endeavor to convince the 
m aids th a t there is no m agic preserva­ 
tive ou top of the refrigerator aud th a t 
th at p articu lar spot is quite as w arm as 
auy other p art of the storeroom ; also 
th a t tho coolest place in the box under­ 
neath is underneath the ice— th at is, on 
those shelves beneath it— aud not, as so 
often supposed, on top of it. T hus any­ 
th in g placed over the cake of ice is 
m uch w arm er th an w hat is pu t aw ay 
w ith in the refrig erato r.— St. Louis R e­ 
public.

against the introduction of foreign m an­ 
ufactured silke goods.” 
T his q u ain t petition, recorded in the 
parliam en tary rolls of 1463, is curious 
as show ing the efforts and status of 
wom en of those days, before statistics 
existed ami w hen the doings of wom en 
were for the m ost p art unrelated and 
unnoticed.

W om an Suffrage In This Country. 
The total num ber of wom en registered 
and thereby entitled to vote on the su f­ 
frage question a t 
the M assachusetts 
election held Nov. 3, 1896, w as 39,242. 
Of this num ber only 23,068 voted. The 
vote was as follows: Iii favor of fem ale 
suffrage, 22,204; against, 864. 
Women 
voted en equal term s w ith m en in Wy­ 
om ing under the territo rial constitution 
from 1870 u n til 1890, w hen W yom ing 
was adm itted into the Union. The state 
constitution, containing the clause for 
wom an suffrage, w as ratified by the 
people before adm ission. In K ansas w o­ 
men have the rig h t of suffrage in m u ­ 
nicipal elections. 
In 1891 over 60,000 
wom en voted in the state. 
In m any of 
th e states of the U nion school suffrage 
exists for wom en. 
Women in M ontana 
w ho are taxpayers have the sam e rig h ts 
a t the polls as men. By popular vote in 
Colorado in 1893 there w as a m ajority 
of 5,000 in favor of w om an suffrage.— 
Boston Transcript.
